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We have been in touch with Mr. Bill Campbell, W5GPQ, 
Chairman of the Tellers Committee for the QCWA National 
Election now in progress. The Committee -has received 
somewhat over 2,500 ballots, and at the rate they were 
coming in, they were considering that the total ballot 
would run in excess of 4000% Please notify all Chapter 
members who have not voted to get on the ball. This is 
going to be the biggest vote turnout we've ever had, and 
you are going to elect Officers and Directors who will 
be responsive to the needs of QCWA and its members! 


The QCWA DIRECTORY, 1979 ISSUE, has been printed. We 
saw a hand-bound copy on Saturday, July 7. The material 
has been sent to the Bindery. The binding will be the 
familiar plastic back, just as was used in the 1976 
issue. We have made the binder slightly larger so that 
the pages will turn easier with binding or tearing. 

The Directory contains historical data, a copy of the 
Constitution and By-Laws, precisely up to date, and 
other material of interest. Some statistics might be 
of interest to you: 


The full job contained: 


1,500,000 printed sheets 

The paper weighed approximately 9,400 pounds 
The envelopes used to send it to you 

were close-out, all different colors, to get 

a good price, and even then cost nearly $900.00 


Postage to mail the roster to US members only 
is being negotiated with the USPS...is expected 
to cost over $3000! 


Computer costs were in excess of $600, and time 
in the Office exceeded 400 man-hours 


It is entirely possible that this will be the last 
Directory to be financed out of QCWA Dues Payments. The 
total cost, with mailing will approach $15,000. It should 
be noted of course, that sufficient copies have been made 
to provide a copy for new members through 1981. 


QCWA NEWS for the Summer of 1979 (Vol. 28, No. 2) has been 
sent to the printer. It is a 32-page issue. Complete 
scores for all sending logs on the QSO PARTIES is included, 
as is much other information. This issue is pretty well 
loaded with Chapter and Member news. It should be printed 
and in the mail in about 10 to 14 days.
